“Water is not going to be cheap 
anymore” said George Allen, chair- 
man of the Board of Water Com- 
missioners. The treatment plant will 
be paid for by a bond issue, which will 
be paid for by a hefty jump in the 
water rates. The hike will be 55% by 
homeowners, and 90% for industry. 

Other items approved by the voters

Uncommon rules explained 


by Dave Magee 


Some rules in basketball are not 
common knowledge to many basket- 
ball fans. As a result, when a par- 
ticular play occurs, the crowd will 
respond vocally in reaction to a call of 
a non-call when they do not fully un- 
derstand the play. The two violations 
involving a kicked ball and traveling 
are in this category. Let's see if you 
fall into the “average fan" category 
1. A player of the ‘A’ team, while on 
defense, kicks the ball during a 
bounce pass. Is this a violation? 

2. While dribbling the ball, the 
dribbler bounces the ball off his own 
foot and regains possession. Is this a 
violation? 

3. A player attempting a pass to a 
team-mate strikes a defensive player, 
with the ball, on the leg above the 
knee. The defensive team gains 
possession. How do you rule? 

4. While chasing a loose ball a player 
accidently kicks the ball and then 
gains possession, Is this a kicked ball 
violation? 

5. During a side-line in-bounds play 
the defensive player guarding the 
player who is making the throw-in, 
raises his leg and tips the pass-in with 
his foot. The ball is deflected to his 
team-mate. Is this legal? 

6. A player on the ‘A’ team gains con- 
trol of a loose ball while on the floor 
and then rolls or slides after which he 
passes the ball to another “A’ team 
player before getting to his feet 
There were no opponents in the vicini- 
ty at the time. Is this a traveling 
violation? 

7. While driving toward the basket, 
the player receives the ball while in a 
long stride. He lands ,on one foot, 
takes a long step with the other, then 
rises in a long distance reach for the 
goal. Twelve to fifteen feet are 
covered in the entire movement. Has 
he traveled? 

& Team ‘A’player establishes the 


right foot as the pivot and then pivots 
forward on it. While attempting to 
make a jump shot try, he moves the 
right foot over near the left foot and 
places it on the floor in preperation 
for the shot. Is this legal? 

9. A player catches the ball while he 
is in the air and both feet are off the 
floor. He lands on both feet 
simultaneously. Which foot can he es- 
tablish as the pivot without traveling?

1. Yes - offensive team is awarded 
possession 
2. No 
3. Legal - No call is made 
4. No 
5. No- This is a kicked ball violation. 
Comments 

Kicking the ball is a violation only 
when it is a positive act. Accidently 
striking the ball with the foot or leg is 
not a violation. Kicking the ball is 
striking it intentionally with the foot, 
the knee, or any part of the leg below 
the knee

The rule book has one and one-half 
pages describing the traveling.viola- 
tion and the basketball case book il- 
lustrates over a dozen traveling 
situations. The complexities of the 
traveling violation include the es- 
tablishment of the pivot foot, whether 
the player was in motion when he 
gained possession of the ball, how he 
lands on the’ floor, and with which 
foot. Technically running with the 
ball (traveling) is moving a foot or 
feet in any direction in excess of 
prescribed limits while holding the 
ball .

The ball, on its 
downward flight to the basket is 
slapped away by a player of “A” 
team. Is this goal tending? 

3. A try for the basket strikes the 
rim and bounces straight above the 
rim. While the ball is in the “‘in- 
visible” cylinder above the rim a 
player touches the rim. Is this basket 
interference? 

4. Same situation as in (1) except a 
player on “‘B’’ team hits the net.

1. Basket inteference - no basket, 
the ball is awarded to team ‘“B” out of 
Bounds. —— 

2. Yes - basket is good. 

3. No, 

4. Basket inteferente - 
good. 

“Goal tending” is touching the.ball 
during a field goal try while it is in its 
downward flight above the basket ring 
level and has the possibility of enter- 
ing the basket in flight 

“Basket inteference” is touching 
the ball or basket when the ball is on 
or within the basket. 

“Basket interference’ is also 
touching the ball when it is touching 
the cylinder above the basket ring 

Note that basket interference ot 
curs when the basket is touched only 
when the ball is on or within the 
basket. ,

The Garden of Eden Country Club 


Down from the State of Maine, in 
the 1930s came Millard and Ruby 
Pipes. They had had experience in 

ing, and in Wilmington they 
bandoned farm, which they 
a tax sale. 

‘That was the old Bell farm. It went 

back into antiquity. The Bell family 

.. Were really Burlington people instead 
of Wilmington people, and the farm 
which the Pipes family bought is not 
too far from the Burlington line. 

Millard and Ruby, and their two 
sohs started a dairy farm, and did a 
little farming too, on the side. The 
farm, the dairy business, that is, 
prospered, and Bell Farm ritilk was 
sold on milk: routes that extended for 
some miles around. 

But, in the changes that. occured 
after World War II the business of 
delivering milk was one that did not 
prosper. It was too easy to buy milk 
from Vermont farms in the super- 
markets - and of course gasoline was 
cheap so everyone went to super- 
markets. 

Millard Pipes, in the early 1950s, 
determined to start a country club, on 
a part of his farm. The country club 
would be on the westerly side of 
Chestnut Street. If it prospered, then 
in time the part of the farm on the 
easterly side could also be made into a 
golf club. 

But, for a starter, it could be a nine 
hole golf club. 


Millard could probably be classified,

"He had a neighbor 

ified him - except that he 

called Millard a “Swamp Yankee,” 

especially in the annual sessions of 

the town meeting. The neighbor was 
quite an orator. Millard was not 

If the neighbor had called Millard a 

“prudent Yankee” he would have 


made a better description. Millard 
was aware of the hazards of starting a 
country club. 

“Every Country Club” Millard said 
“went through three bankruptcies 
before it finally got on its feet.” 
“This one is not going to." 

Millard sold memberships in the 
club, and started developing ‘the land 
to the west of Chestnut Street. It was 
a rolling country, with granolithic 
hills, and a stream coming out of a 
clift in the hills - Mill Brook. There 
were a few magnificent trees, birch 
and others. 

Millard prudently made a seven 
hole golf course on the land set aside 
for the club, and two other holes, the 
seventh and eighth, were on a part of 
the farm that extended up toward Mill 
Road. He kept two holes for himself. 

Prudently, too, he did much of the 
work of developing the golf club. No 
hiring of equipment, and operators. 
No throwing around the money of the 
club. 

That stream - Mill Brook, was a 
part of the lore of early Wilmington 
and early Burlington, and even before 
that, early Woburn. ‘The Town Crier 
had been writing of that pla@e, which 
one inhabitant called The Garden of 
Eden. Millard named the golf course 
The Garden of Eden, Inc. One of the 
greens, number four, overlooked the 
brook, from on top of a magnificent 
cliff. “It was truly a romantic spot 

For some years Millard worked 
alone. The dues from the 
membership went to such things as 
paying taxes, and buying supplies. 
Millard did the hard work. He had no 
intention of having the club go into 
bankruptcy. 

The membership expanded, and 
there came a day, in November, when

there was a demand for further and 
more action, and getting the club 
finished. There was an angry 
meéting, or so it is said. Anyway, 
suddenly, Millard Pipes was outside, 
looking in, and other men were in con- 
trol"of The Garden of Eden Country 
Club, Inc. 

Work proceeded more rapidly, then. 

‘The members went to a bank and 

borrowed money, and proceeded with 
the construction of a club house. 
There would be quite a crowd, on a 
Sunday, playing golf on those nine 
holes. Hardly anyone realized that 
two of them belonged, not to the 
Garden of Eden Golf Club, but to that 
old Swamp Yankee, Millard Pipes, 
now retired and living in Florida. 

One thing to which some of the 
members objected was the name. 
‘They changed it, on their caps, to 
Eden Country Club. The sign, too, on 
Chestnut Street, was changed. 

‘There came a day, a couple of years 
ago, when it was suddenly realized 
that the Eden Country Club was only a 
seven hole club.’ Millard Pipes, down 
in Florida, owned the fairways and 
greens for seven and eight. And he 
was about to sell! 

The Jackson Brothers, of 
Wilmington, bought that land, and 
constructed about 10 homes along 
Chestnut Street. The Eden Country 
Club rearranged its course, and 
somehow got in two more holes. 

Meanwhile revenues kept on drop- 
ping, and costs kept on mounting. 

‘The early remarks of Millard Pipes, 
about bankruptcy, seemed to be com- 
ing true. 

Somehow, it is not clear, but 
perhaps it came from a selectman, 
there was an article in the town 
meeting for the spring of 1978 for the 
town to purchase a golf club, down off 
Chestnut Street. And somehow, this 
time, it reverted to its old name - The 
Garden of Eden Country Club. 

People who lived in the area did not 
want to have it converted into a hous- 
ing development. There was quite a 
bit of sentiment for lovely green 
lawns. They began to assemble facts 
and figures. 

Article 22 in the town meeting, last 
Saturday, was the article. John Heine 
of Chestnut Street presented the 
arguments. 

Many imthe town meeting knew that 
the Jackson Brothers did hot consider 
the land worthwhile for a housing 
development. Mr. Heine said that a 
Woburn firm was ready to buy it, for 
$125,000. 

His arguments fell on deaf ears. 
The town refused to spend $150,000, 

Monday morning, two days after the 
town meeting, the Central 
Cooperative Bank of Somerville serv- 
ed notice. It is preparing to take over 
the Garden of Eden Country Club, Inc. 
for failure to make payments on the 
mortgage.
